Report of School Board, 1906-1907. 


The annual school meeting was held in the Town Hall, on March 
17, 1900. 

John F. C. Rider was chosen Moderator, and Lewis C. Hall 
Clerk. Daniel R. Smith was elected a member of the School 
Board for three years, and Augustus W. Richards for two. Mrs. 
Clara E. Paul was chosen Treasurer, and Harry K. Yorrey, Auditor. 
The School Board met and organized, March 27, as follows: Joseph 
F. Haley was chosen Chairman and Clerk, Daniel R. Smith, Com- 
mittee on fuel and repairs, and Augustus W. Richards, on superin- 
tendence, text-books, and supplies. The Selectmen were author- 
ized to enumerate the school children. It was voted to employ the 
same teachers as last year: Grammar, Miss Isophene K. Dow, 
Sub-Grammar, Miss Harriet EH. Sanborn; Primary, Miss Sarah A. 
Jones; Piscassic, Miss Lillia M. Hurd. It was further voted to 
procure suitable slate blackboards for the schoolroom at Piscassic. 

The spring term of the several schools commenced April 2, and 
ended June 22; 12 weeks. Fall term began September 4. The vil- 
lage school closed December 7; 14 weeks. The Piscassic School 
closed December 14; 15 weeks. Winter term began December 31. 
The Grammar and Sub-Grammar schools closed January 25, 1907 ; 
4 weeks. The Primary school closed February9 ; 6 weeks. The 
Piscassic, February 1 ; 5 weeks. ‘Total for the year in the Primary 
and Piscassic schools, 32 weeks for each school; in the Grammar 
and Sub-Grammar, 30 weeks in each schools.

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GENERAL SUMMARY FOR YEAR._

During this school year the program of studies for the common 
schools of New Hampshire, as issued in rg05 by the department of 
Public Instruction, was made the basis of workin, our schools and 
was followed so far as deemed practical by the teachers. 

The zeal and enthusiasm which our teachers have manifested dur- 
ing the previous years of their connection with our schools, has in 
no wise abated in the past year. The committee have found the 
order excellent, instruction thorough, and the teachers deeply in- 
terested in the personal welfare, both mental and moral, of their 
scholars. . 

The-Committee would call the attention of parents to the fact 
that frequent absence and tardiness are extremely detrimental to 
good school work, and recommend that parents themselves insist 
upon punctual and regular attendance on the part of their children, 
remembering that only sickness should be regarded as sufficient ex- 
cuse for absence. Parents should not be too lenient on this subject, 
nor should they too readily give written excuses when through their 
own indifference, or through inclination to truancy on the part of the 
child, absences occur. Only by being present each session of the 
school year can the average scholar attain sufficient proficiency in 
his studies to be assured of promotion, neither can any pupil other- 
wise receive the greatest benefit from his school course, nor can he 
hope, at the end of his work in our schools, to be properly fitted to 
enter higher schools, and maintain there a creditable rank. 
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In the Piscassic schooi, the attendance is highly commendable. 
Five out of a total of nine pupils have been present every session of 
the school year, without tardiness ; while our village schools with a 
total of sixty-five can report only one scholar, G. Perley Kendall, who 
presents such a record. 

Parents should also bear in mind, that no agent is more potent 
in the hindrance of any good work, than is the chronic fault finder. 
While any criticism that is conductive to improvement of methods, 
-or to advancement of the educational interest of our pupils, will al- 
ways receive ready recognition from both teachers and committee, 
it is a deplorable fact that much unhealthy criticism is indulged in 
by parents. Unkind remarks made by parents in the presence of 
their children, either through thoughtlessness, or because of some 
‘slight irritation, often cause a breakin sympathy between pupil and 
teacher, and all too frequently cause the pupil’s insubordination or 
loss of interest in his work. 

Only by co-operation of parents, teachers and committee can the 
best results be attained, and only thus can be upheld the high 
‘standard heretofore maintained by students of our town. 

The public is already familiar with the circumstances of the de- 
struction by fire of our town hall, grammar and sub-grammar 
‘school-rooms on the morning of January 25, 1907. Because of its 
location on school-house hill, the building was the most conspicu- 
ous in our village, and because of its many pleasant associations, 
the most interesting to many of the present and former residents of 
the town, who deeply and sincerely regret its loss. 

The property was insured for $3,000. All the school pictures, 
nearly all the books, most of the maps, cabinets, etc., together with 
-a large part of the desks and chairs in the sub-grammar room were 
“saved. | 

At the coming town meeting in March appropriations will doubt- 
less be made for the erection of a new school-building, and the 
committee would suggest that the citizens allow no false ideas of 
economy to influence their action in this matter. In our opinion 
nothing less than a two-room building, architecturally suited to its 
location, properly equipped as to ventilation, heating and lighting, 
‘should be for a moment considered. Such a building would meet 
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all the present and all probable future requirements of the district, 
and be a credit to its citizens. 

As to places for assembling our Grammar and Sub-grammar 
schools for the spring term no decision has yet been reached, and 
in view of the peculiarly trying conditions, the entire lack of suit- 
able rooms and surroundings, the necessarily increased expense of 
rent, new desks, chairs, etc., the committee desires to say before- 
hand that they are endeavoring to make the best possible arrange- 
ments for all concerned.
